MR. BUSH pointed out that 
the bonding capacity of the 
Sierra Madre Elementary 
School District at tliis time 
is $432,0-47.

Blood Program Needs Help 

Sierra Madreans last year received more than they 
gave, so far as the Red Cross blood program is concerned. 
We donated 209 pints of blood and used 222 pints. 

These statistics, it is clear, offer the best possible 
reason why we should give more blood during the Rod 
Cross visit at the Woman’s Clubhouse Monday. 

Contributions of blood in Sierra Madre have declined 
steadily during the past four years, despite our growth 
in population. In 1953, a total of 442 pints vvere contrib¬ 
uted. The figure declined to 296 in 19.54, 239 in 1955 and 
only 209 last year. 

One of the reasons apparently for the decline here is 
that the many of the faithful donors are reaching the 
age when they can no longer give blood. For example, 96 
residents have donated a gallon or more, while a handful 
of others have given up to three gallons. The need for 
new donors, obviously, is urgent. 

This may be. you say, but isn’t plenty of blood available 
through sources other than the Red Cross? Why should 
I give? 

The answer to the first question is “No!" 

The American Red Cross, through its mobile units, 
contributes half of the 4,000.000 bottles of blood used in 
the United States each year to treat the ill and injured. 
Without your contribution, it’s conceivable that hundreds 
of Americans would die. 

Your blood is used to treat accident victims, in sur¬ 
gery, in hemorrhage cases and in childbirth. It’s also sep¬ 
arated into “fractions” and used to treat victims of shock, 
anemia and those suffering from many other ailments. 

That is why you should give, if it is at all possible. 

You must be in good health and between the ages of 
18 and 59 and weigh at least 110 pounds to be eligible 
to contribute. 

These qualifications include most of us. So why not 
make an appointment now.

In all the cemeteries we’ve visited we have yet to find 
an inscription that would indicate a person just might 
have been a sinner of some sort. 

And, in all sincerity, we ask: Where the hell do the
